, Will we be bankrupt after the'war? 

The prospect of a large debt after 
the war is,not alarming. It is not reas¬ 
onable to think all investors wiH want 
al’ their money at once. In any event 
it is always passible to raise the mon¬ 
ey by taxation or selling new securi¬ 
ties. 

The payment of interest on govern- • 
nient borrowing is the main problem 
but this payment involves only trans¬ 
fer by the government from taxpayer 
to bond holders. Taxation is most ac¬ 
ceptable when benefits are shared by 
all, and the greater the number of 
taxpayers who are also borrowers, the 
more interest goas to the same peo¬ 
ple who pay the taxes. Our aim after 
the war should be to promote prosper¬ 
ity in which all ran find work. 

* Why doesn't the government pay 
v, ar expenses by borrowing from the 
chartered hanks ? * 

Loans from chartered banks to the 
government are inflationary. The gov- 
e-ninent prints a bond, called a treas¬ 
ury .bill. The banks buy this security 
and credit the purchase price to the 
government in the form of a deposit 
on their books. This deposit puts new 
purchasing power in the hands of the 
government, and a wholly new amount 
of spending power comes to the hand' 
of tjie public. If this spending pow¬ 
er comes into being at a time whpn 


Britain. United States, Russia and 
China Fledge General Interna¬ 


tional Organization 


Conclusion of the conference at 
Moscow brings announcement of 
agreements reached, all of great sig¬ 
nificance. 

■"Great Britain, United States, Rus¬ 
sia and China have pledged them¬ 
selves to united action in the post¬ 
war peace, and the establishment of 
general international organization for 
maintaining peace and security. 

United action, pledged for prosecu¬ 
tion of the war, will Be continued for 
organization and maintenance of 
peace and security. 

Those at war with a conjjwon enemy 
will act together in all rrtatters relat¬ 
ing to surrender and disarmament of 
that enemy (Russia is not at war 
with Japan, nor United States with 
Finland). 

They will take all measures neces¬ 
sary to provide against any violation 
of the terms imposed on the enemy. 

They recognize the necessity of es¬ 
tablishing at earliest practicable date,

maintenance of international peace 
and security. 

Fending reestablishment of law and 
order they will consult as required 
with a view to joint action. 

After termination of hostilities 
they will not employ military forces 
within territories of other states ex¬ 
cept after joint consultation. 

They will gp-operate with all mem¬ 
bers of United Nations to bring about 
a general agreement respecting regu¬ 
lation of armaments.jn the post-war 
period. 

Agreement wa3 also reached on ac¬ 
tion to be taken in restoring non-Fas- 
cist Italy, a free Austria and in pun¬ 
ishment of those guilty of atrocities,. 

China did not participate in the 
declaration of Britain, U.S. and Rus¬ 
sia that German officers and men 
guilty of atrocities will be taken back 
to the scene of their crimes after the 
war and tried by the laws of the coun¬ 
try concerned. 

These three countries agree on a 
policy to Italy that will give Italian 
people opportunity to base govern¬ 
ment on democratic principles. Aus¬ 
tria is to be liberated. 

The way was left for Russia to re¬ 
main neutral to Japan, providing nei¬ 
ther Russia nor western Allies sign 
separate peace against joint enemies. 

At the time of granting of any ar¬ 
mistice to any German government, 
it is agreed that all Nazi officers and 
men taking any consenting part in the 
massacres and executions visited upon 
German victims, will be delivered to 
the country in which their abominable 
deeds were done, and those countries 
can deal with them.
